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RALEIGH 


The  City  of  Raleigh,  capital  of  North  Caro- 
lina, known  as  the  City  of  Oaks,  has  the  unique 
distinction,  among  the  forty-eight  capitals,  of 
having  been  planned  and  established  on  land 
bought  by  the  State  as  a  location  for  its  seat  of 
government. 

Raleigh  possesses  numerous  advantages  which 
prove  attractive  to  new  residents  and  visitors. 
Its  climate,  educational  advantages,  business  op- 
portunities and  cultural  attainment  have  long

Hospitals — There  are  two  first-class  Negro 
hospitals,  Saint  Agnes  and  McCauley's  with  ac- 
commodations for  110  patients. 

Points  op  Interest — The  Capitol.  Hall  of 
History  (State  Historical  Museum),  The  State 
Museum,  Christ  Church  and  Rectory,  Gover- 
nor's Mansion,  Birthplace  of  President  Andrew 
Johnson,  State  Art  Galleries  and  Chavis  Park. 
This  park  is  named  for  the  famous  Negro  edu- 
cator.
